At the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, Delmonico's and other 
expensive places there was always 
er of private soldiers in uni- 
form. Some of them were accom- 
panied by mothers and sisters and 
sweethearts. Others came in 
groups with evidence of an inten- 
tion to enjoy a little outing, and it 
seems rather queer to see soldiers, 
who receive $15.60 a month, paying 
$5 for a dinner.

Under the terms of surrender agreed up- 
on yesterday, only the Red Cross representa- 
tives are to enter the city of Santiago imme- 
diately. 

Our troops will not go in until the Span- 
ish forces leave.

and while on service In tbia ship he was 
promoted to be master. He waa com- 
missioned lieutenant^ In 1841, and at- 
tached to the iteam sloop Dakota. He 
waa transferred in 1862 to the Oneida, 
of the West Gulf squadron, and took 
part in tbe bombardment and passage 
of Forts .Tackaoo and St. Philip and the 
Cbslmette batteries. He was also in the 
engagement in which the confederate 
flotilla and transporta were destroyed, 
April »4, 18C2. In this buttle the enemj 
bad 13 gunboats, besides two ironclads. 
After pasaing the forts, onr fleet wasat- 
tacked by these gunboats, and the Va 
runs, which waa In advance, waa sunk, 
but not before she had destroyed both 
her adversaries, and when the Hartford 
reached the scene of the engagement, 
all three vessels were lying side by side, 
completely wrecked.

Spanish cruiser, is one of the fortu- 
nate younger officers of the navy 
who has received a command of his 
own, so long as he retains which he 
is colloquially addressed by the 
complimentary term ot Captain. 
His. vessel is the swift auxiliary 
cruiser Eagle, formerly a private 
yacht, but engaged actively in the 
blockade of Cuba. This acceptable 
billet was given to Lieutenant 
Southerland in testimony of the high 
regard in which he has held by the 
Navy Department, where he has 
been on duty for several years 
with the exception of the regular 
periods at sea. 

A fact greatly in his favor is that 
he is one of the few officers of the 
navy who are literally risen from 
the ranks. In 1868, when a lad, 
he enlisted as an apprentice, ex 
hibiting such zeal and adtitude for 
the service that he was given an 
appointment to Annapolis. He 
graduated at the head of his class, 
and after passing through the lower 
grades of midshipman, ensign, and 
lieutenant, junior grade, was com- 
missioned a full lieutenant on Feb- 
ruary 9, 1884. His little vessel, the 
Eagle, smelled some of the first 
powder of the war, in the skirmish 
off Cienfuegos, Cuba, with some 
Spanish gunboats and batteries. 
She was hit once by a shell.

:1 from the battleship Oregon, 
s number also bears out the 
statement of the Spanish officers 
that it was the fire from the secon- 
dary batteries that drove their men 
from their guns and forced the ships 
to beach. 

Kmm the time when Private 
O'Sliea «of the battleship Oregon 
Brtd the first shot from her forward 
six-pounder until the Cristobal Co- 
lon turned toward the shore the 
Oregon fired 1,776 shells. Of these 
1,670 were fired from her six-pound- 
ers. The big thirtecn-inch guns 
were fired thirty-four times, the 
eight-inch guns twenty-eight times 
and the six-inch twenty-four times. 
The one-pounders were fired twen- 
ty times. 

The destruction caused by some 
of the shots was fearful. One eight- 
nch shell which penetrated the 
:urret ot the Almirante Oquendoex- 
ploded and killed every person in- 
Ide, blowing some to pieces. 

No Flowers Allowed. 

"Flowers can play no part in a 
military funeral, the rules of army 
naval burials forbidding them," 
explained an army officer to a re- 
porter. "While I was down at 
Chickamauga recently it was ru- 
mored that one of the soldiers in 
camp there had died. Indeed, it 
was so printed in a local paper. 
The result was that on the follow- 
ng day a large quantity of flowers 
was sent by sympathetic ladies and 
:rs with a request that they 
ild be placed on the coffin of the 
dead soldier. Now, the fact was 
that no soldier had died, and the 
'fficers had the flowers sent to their 
quarters. If there were a death in 
the camp the flowers could not be 
used, for they are not military in 
any sense. The only thing allowed 
on the coffin of a soldier or sailor is 
a flag. That has been decided to 
be decoration enough, and among 
military men I have never heard 
the slightest objection to the cus- 
tom, which has always prevailed."
